HOW THEY CALLED A MINISTER A HUN- 
DRED YEARS AGO. 

[The following is extracted from the ancient re- 
cords of the church in East Haverhill, Mass.) 

At a parish meeting beld Aug. 21, 1744 
voted, that the first Thursday in 
be held as a day of fasting and prayer, in order 
for calling a minister. 
Mr. Parker made the following record. “ Sept. 
6, 1744. The inhabitants of the East Pre- 
cinct, Haverhill, invited the neighboring min- 
isters to fast and pray with them for the diwine 
direction, in order to give a person a call to 
settle with them in the ministry.” At this 
meeting a sermon was prenched, A. M., by 
Rev. Mr. Cushing, of the North Parish, from 
Prov. iii. 6. In all thy ways acknowledge 
him, and he will direct thy paths.’ In the 
P. M. another sermon was preached by Rev. 
Mr. Parsons, of Bradford, from Matt. ix. 23 
After which the ministers present gave the fol- 
lowing advice.

In consequence of an applicat on 
mn e VW tue « ° . we ul Sac ivay to the 
Ainerienn Missionaries at Singapore, a fezu- 
lar service has been maintained on shipboard, 
on every Sabbath when a vessel could be pro- 
cured, for more than a year past. “The port ts 
freque nted hy a large number of vessels, An er- 
ican, Furopean and native, and a multitude of 
vessels nre always there. A gow! boarding 
house for sailors was opened at Singapore in 
January, 1838, and at our last dates was in 
successful operation. 

Batavia.—Although no Chaplain for sea- 
men has ever been stationed at Batavia, vet 
something has been done for seamen there 
through the instrumentality of this society for 
several years past. Mr. B. Keesbury, a native 
of Java, but who received his edueation in the 
United States, has recently returned there as 
n teacher, and this work is now committed to 
him. He has not been heard from since bs 
arrival. 

Care or Goon Hore.—Rer. John Pears, 
Chaplain.—M r. Pears bas resided for several 
years at Cape Town as preacher of the G lp 1, 
and a professor in the South African Colleze, 
and has labored much among seamen gratul- 
tously. We have sent him books from time 
to time. Last year he was partially sustained | 
by the Britich and Foreign Sailor's Society. |

Greece ann Asta Mixnon.—The ports of 
Sinyrna and Constantinople are thronged with 
seamen, Whose spiritual case deniands atten- 
tion. Rev. Mr. Brewer who was formerly 
our Chaplain at Smyron bas returned to this 
country, and the Rev. Mr. Calhoun, on agent 
of the American Bible Society there. bas beer n 
requested to bestow such atiention as he eould 
upon the seamen. He has ne cordinuly distrib- 
uted the Scriptures among them, and pre rched 
occasionally to them. ‘The same work has 
been done by the American Missionaries at 
Constantinople. Chaplains for seamen ought 
to be located at both these pleces, ; 

Hamavuren.—The Rev. Mr. Ovcken.a Bap- 
tist Missionary at Hambureh, labors among 
the seamen at our request, es much as other 
and paramount claims will admit. A wide 
field is opened there, which it is hoped may be 
hereafter fully improved. : 

Cronstant.—Our Jate chaplain to Cron- 
stadt, the Rev. Mr. Webster, returned ft 
that station after the labors of one sens ”, 
under the impression that an English minister 
would succeed better than a man of any other 
nation, especially as the English seamen were 
far more numerous there than those of any 
other nation. An arrangement has been ae 
cordingly made with the British and Foreign 
Sailor’s Society that they shall furnish the 
ehaplain tor Cronstadt, while we aid them in 
his support. A suitable man is probably on 
his way from London at the present time. 

Lanaina.— The. merican Missionaries. ¢ ‘hap-

A president of one of our northern colleges, soon | 
afier the conflagration of the Pennsylvania Hall, re- 
marked that 99 out of 100 of the people of Philadel- | 
phia, including strangers and clergymen, most hearti-| 
ly approved of the act. On the question being put, 
how it was possible, he said, ‘ A majority of the! 
people love slavery—laymen, ininisters, merchants, 
artisans, professional men, love slavery. I wish to 
exhibit some evidence of the pro-slavery sentiments 
prevailing among those several classes of men. 

1. As to the»Artisans.—A year or two ago, when 
the commercial pressure was upon the community, 
one million of protested southern notes were returned 
to the single town of Newark. These came from the. 
town of Newark, (exhibiting a handful of frightful | 
looking whips,) fresh from the shops—wuips For | 
staves! JI was passing by a shop in this city, and 
saw a bowie knife at the window. I stepped in and 
found there was an order for 90 of them, fora mili-| 
tary company in one of the southern cities, who wear | 
this as a part of their uniform, (exhibiting the knife, a 
most frightful instrument of destruction.) The arti-| 
cle is manufactured in the city of New York, A few) 
steps further, [ found an elder in the church, packing | 
up a box of them surroaded by southern men. Some 
of them were manufactured in Springfield and some 
in New York. Coming up Maiden Lane, I found, 
that an elder in the Presbyterian church had received | 
a better article, highly polished and adorned for the | 
use of Members of Congress, (exhibiting iti—a de- 
structive wespon,) with this motto, * Dearu To 
Axsouition!” 

2. .1s to Literature.—There are publishers and 
booksellers in this city, who have expurgated the 
works of British authors, and published them to the | 
world, without giving any notice of the alterations. 

3. Our shipmasters are under the influence of 
sluvery.—They take young men on board their ves-| 
sels from this city, as free citizens; take them to 
southern cities, and have them put in prison, and 
then sold for slaves, putting the money in their own | 
pockets. There is a youth present, named Isane 
Wright, who was born of free parents in the State of 
Virginin, and educated in Philadelphia. In Dee. 
1837, he was shipped by a Yankee captain to New 
Orleans, with two of his companions. When they 
arrived there, the captuin ordered them to accomp a | 
ny him to a store, under pretence of purchasing 
something. Here, they were taken and thrown into 
prison, and there sold for slaves, and cruelly whip- 
ped, by order of the keeper of the prison; and in two 
or three days, shipped on board a ateamer named , 
Banker 


Hill, and taken to ‘Tennessee. Isaac was 
chained by the ankle to a colored woman, who wae 
also a slave. 


There they wore sold, and passed 


through several hands. At length, a man who had 
purchised Isanc, learning that be was o free man, 
wrote to Philadelphia making + quiries, and promising 
to set him free, if they would send him hia free pa- 
pers Dut before they arrived, he had gambled him 
away Afte mw ods, Ianne wae made a present of, lo 
to the father of the person who held him. In this 
stage of the matter, Mr. Isaae Coffin, of Philadelphia, 


the men who formed the American Anti-Sla- 
very Soviety, went to Tennessee and rescued this 
young man, walking with him 150 miles through the 
woods, to Hlinvis.

Rev, Wittiam Apams, of New York, addressed 
the meeting, explaining the necessity of the organiza- 
tion of another Society. The present organizations 
contemplate only domestic missions among ourselves, 
and foreign missions to propagate the Christian reli- 
gion among heathen nations where it is not known. 
But this leaves a large portion of the world, consist- 
ing of nominally Christian countries, for which no pro- 
vision is made, who need our aid as much as the 
heathen. France, Spain, Portugal, Italy, Switzerland, 
Germany, Sweden, Russia, South America, Mexico, 
and the Canadaa, all presenting a vast field, hitherto 
too much neglected. He spoke, also, of the encour- 
agements for efforts to benefit these lands. He was 
followed by Prof. Proupsit, of New York, who 
stated some interesting facts, relative to the progress 
of evangelical religion on the continent of Europe, 
which had come to his knowledge on a visit there, 
and also read some interesting communications, 
which he had received from distingaished individuals 
there. All these statements go to show indieations of 
an extensive revival of religion throughout the con- 
tinent of Europe; but evangelical Christians there are 


mostly poor, and greatly need the assistance of their 
more wealthy brethren, 


A constitution was then read and adopted, forming 
a society, under the title of the ** Foreign Evangel- 
icul Society of the United States,’’ and officers were 
chosen for the ensuing year.

The 
meeting was then addressed by Rev. Dr. Knox, of 
the Datch church, New York, who said he rose on 
behalf of the Executive Committee, merely to testify 
their gratitude to Alimighiy God, for the measure of 
success with which he has been pleased to crown 
their hamble efforts, and thanks to his people for 
their untiring effort, in behalf of the object of the 
Society.

Reading the Bible even, on 
board some vessels, seems to be regarded as 
out of place.
